Regarding  him,  therefore,  rather  than  mvself,  as  the 
retiring  President,  I  invited  him  to  prepare  a  report 

which  I  shall  accordingly  now  have  the  honor  to  read 
to  you.

Dear  Si)' : 

In  October  last,  some  three  months  before  the  ex¬ 
piration  of  the  term  of  office  for  which  I  was  elected, 
it  became  necessary  for  me  to  change  my  residence 
from  this  city  to  East  Oakland.  Upon  examining  the

By-Laws,  I  found  that  as  a  non-resident  in  the  county, 
I  could  not,  legally,  retain  the  Presidency  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation.  To  my  extreme  regret,  I  felt  obliged  to  resign 
the  office,  although  fully  aware  that  the  interests  of 
the  library  would  not  suffer  at  the  hands  of  the  remain¬ 
ing  able  and  experienced  members  of  the  board  of 
trustees.  In  this  connection  it  has  been  deemed  proper 
that  I  should  offer  a  few  remarks,  necessarily  of  a 
general  character ;  the  details  of  matters  affecting  the 
financial  condition  and  conduct  of  the  institution,  be¬ 
longing  properly  to  the  Annual  Report  of  my  successor 
in  office. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  past  year,  the  oft 
mooted  question  as  to  what  must  be  done  in  order  to 
improve  the  condition  of  things,  came  up  again,  and 
after  much  reflection  and  argument,  regarding  what

might  be  best  for  the  interest  of  all  concerned,  coupled 
with  the  determination  to  keep  free  from  debt,  it  was 
finally  resolved  to  alter  the  arrangement  of  the  present 
building  in  such  a  manner  as  would — while  not  curtail- 
ing  it  of  its  actually  necessary  proportions, — utilize 
a  large  space,  hitherto  comparatively  useless.  The 
property  committee  of  the  board,  composed  of  Messrs. 
Middleton,  Cole  and  Wiggin,  at  once  took  the  matter 
in  hand,  and  the  alterations  as  planned  by  Mr.  Henry 
W.  Cleaveland,  were  begun  without  unnecessary  delay. 
I  consider  it  only  proper  in  this  connection,  to  acknow¬ 
ledge  the  strong  personal  interest  and  energy  evinced 
by  Mr.  Middleton  in  bringing  this  matter  to  a  head  at 
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last.  Former  boards,  in  which  I  have  had  the  honor 
of  serving,  many  times  wrestled  with  the  question  of 
bettering  our  condition  ;  but  it  was  left  to  the  present 
authorities  to  at  last  develope  something  within  the 
bounds  of  practicability.  The  alterations  contemplated 
the  enlargement  of  the  two  stores,  now  paying  a 
moderate  rent,  to  an  extent  that  will  add  materially  to 
the  revenues  of  the  association.  These  stores  are 
already  leased  at  a  rate  sufficient  to  warrant  the  belief 
that  within  the  present  year  the  library  will  be  free 
from  any  obligation  and  fairly  launched  upon  a  term  of 
prosperity.  So  far  as  my  observation  extends,  the 
-current  business  of  the  institution  is  conducted  in  the 
best  and  most  economical  manner  consistent  with  the 
means  available.  Every  facility  within  the  bounds  of 
reason  is  offered  to  members  and  such  visitors  as  we 
may  receive.  No  library  of  the  character,  within  the 
United  States,  offers  better  opportunities  or  greater 
priviliges  to  all  desirous  for  information  and  the  amuse¬ 
ment  of  a  leisure  hour. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  view  of  this  new  departure 
from  the  wonted  monotony  of  the  old  Mercantile 
Library  affairs,  some  of  those  now  living,  who  attended 
its  birth  and  watched  its  growing  capacities,  may 
revive  their  old  associations  and  come  back  to  us  once 
more. 

The  re-election  of  nearly  all  the  members  of  the 
present  board  of  directors,  is  due  to  the  good  judgment 
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of  the  nominating  committee.  My  successor,  Mr. 
David  Wilder,  has  been  connected  long  and  honorably 
with  the  management,  and  I  am  confident  the  institu- 
tion  will  grow  in  prosperity  under  his  administration.

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Librarian’s  Report. 


To  the  President ,  Board  of  Trustees  and  Members: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present,  as  another  chapter  in 
the  history  of  our  Institution,  the  following  review  of 
the  workings  of  the  Library  for  the  past  year,  and 
respectfully  offer  it  for  your  consideration. 

It  embodies  the  usual  statements  of  books  received, 
by  purchase  or  otherwise ;  their  classification  and  cost ; 
with  the  various  statistics  relating  to  their  arrange¬ 
ment  and  use. 

There  will  be  found  in  it,  perchance,  little  of 
unusual  interest,  being  simply  a  record  of  the  activity 
of  an  institution  surrounded  by  conditions  permitting 
only  a  limited  outlay,  and  affording  but  little  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  expansion. 

The  number  of  new  subscribing  members  added 
during  the  year  is  103.

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BOOKS. 

The  province  of  the  Librarian,  in  his  annual  pre¬ 
sentation,  is  to  deal,  in  the  main,  with  the  matter  of 
bool's — the  number  and  quality  of  accessions,  the  varied 
sources  from  which  derived,  and  their  classification 
and  final  disposition.  Thus,  and  thus  only,  are  we 
enabled  to  trace  the  comparative  growth  of  the  Li- 
brarv,  or  to  accurately  understand  its  existing  condition. 

Whether  the  work  of  accumulation  goes  steadily 
forward;  whether  our  literary  stores  are  preserved  and 
increased;  whether  enhanced  in  value  or  otherwise; 
can  only  be  ascertained  by  consideration  of  the  facts 
and  figures  offered  in  this  connection. 

Important  and  absorbing  as  the  consideration  of 
funds  and  finances  necessarily  becomes  to  the  manaofe- 
ment  of  unendowed  literary  institutions  like  this,  still, 
evidences  of  their  intrinsic  progress  or  decline  must 
be  sought  for  in  the  wares  on  their  shelves — the  accu- 
undated  material,  in  quantity  or  kind,  of  their  stock 
in  trade — their  boobs. 

Though  the  treasury  be  replete,  if  inadequate  ad¬ 
ditions  are  made  to  its  store  of  matter  for  reading  and 
study,  its  purpose  remains  unfulfilled,  its  mission 
incomplete. 

For  the  true  status  of  the  Library,  then,  we  must 
turn  to  the  tables  relating  to  the  acquisitions  of  the 
year,  and  study  the  conclusions  to  be  drawn  from 
comparison  with  those  of  previous  years,  and  to  the 


annual  accounting  of  stock  exhibited  in  the  report. 

The  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  Library  is 
limited  only  by  the  means  at  our  disposal  for  their 
purchase,  and  the  totals  for  the  past  few  years  have 
shown  but  little  variation.  Only  with  an  increased 
income,  obtained  through  a  more  liberal  appreciation 
and  support  from  our  people,  can  it  be  augmented. 
The  fact  should  not  be  forgotten,  in  this  connection, 
that  our  supply  for  the  purchase  of  books  is  derived 
from  no  endowment  fund,  as  many  take  for  granted; 
from  no  assured  revenue  from  permanent  investments; 
but  is  the  trifling  balance  that  can  be  eked  out  of  our 
current  receipts,  after  meeting  the  necessary  expenses 
including  the  heavy  exactment  of  the  State  for  our 
annual  tax. 

The  whole  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  Librarv 
the  past  year  was  1278,  of  which  722  were  purchased, 
263  donated,  and  293  consist  of  Periodicals  and  Reports 
compiled  and  bound. 

Our  record  for  five  years  shows  an  average  annual 
purchase  of  746  volumes.  The  average  annual  ex¬ 
penditure  for  the  same  is  $1354.36,  and  for  books 
and  periodicals  together  $2339.15. 

The  expenditure  for  books  the  past  year  has  been 
$1279.27;  and  for  books  and  periodicals  combined 
$1996.78.

In  addition  to  the  above,  following  our  system  of  tlie 
preceding  year,  numbers  of  the  Franklin  Square  library 
have  been  purchased,  though,  from  their  perishable 
nature,  not  included  in  the  table  of  accessions. 

Some  240  of  these  have  been  put  in  circulation,  and, 
though  many  have  disappeared,  they  served  a  temporary 
demand,  and,  in  this,  have  proved  a  good  investment. 

Other  so-called  “Libraries,”  of  a  more  serviceable  form, 
though  no  more  expensive,  are  superceding  them,  in  the 
popular  demand,  and  in  the  purchases  made. 

The  demand  for  reading  and  the  extent  to  which  our 
collection  has  been  enabled  to  supply  it,  as  indicated 
by  the  books  borrowed  for  home  use,  appears  by  the

As  already  stated,  the  Library  has  received,  as 
donations,  26 3  volumes  of  books. 

These,  as  also  347  pamphlets  given,  have  been  duly 
acknowledged  and  accredited  to  their  respective  donors 
in  the  accompanying  appendix. 

Our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Washington 
have  been  thoughtful  in  supplying  us  with  the  publica¬ 
tions  of  the  government,  thus  increasing  the  obligation 

O'  o  o 

we  were  already  under  for  the  many  favors  of  previous 
years. 

Mr.  Alexander  Del  Mar,  on  the  eve  of  his  departure 
for  Europe,  was  kind  enough  to  plaqe  in  our  custody  a 
quantity  of  works  relating,  principally,  to  the  precious 
metals,  numbering  some  25  books  and  40  pamphlets. 

This  act,  a  trifle,  perhaps,  in  itself,  is  of  such  rare 
occurance  with  us,  while  it  forms  an  example  worthy 
of  emulation  by  others,  that  it  deserves  our  sincere 
thanks. 
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If  our  patrons  could  but  realize  the  great  benefit  to 
be  derived  from  the,  to  them,  slight  gift  of  the  small  ac¬ 
cumulations  they  have  made,  and,  perhaps,  wearied  of 
keeping,  such  remembrances  as  this  would  be  a  thing  of 
common  instead  or  rare  occurrence.  Here  the  various 
collections,  obtained  from  numerous  sources,  would  be 
marshalled  under  their  respective  divisions  with  a 
surety  of  being  indefinitely  preserved  for  the  future 
reference,  not  of  one  or  a  few,  but  of  all.  It  supplies 
the  great  advantage  of  a  concentration  of  forces  under 
a  single  command,  ever  ready  and  subject  to  call. 
Many  collections  of  moderate  size  have  accumulated 
in  the  hands  of  our  citizens,  whose  primary,  and,  to 
the  owners,  sole  use  has  been  exhausted,  which,  if  placed 
under  the  care  of  our  Library  would  serve  to  build  up 
our  various  departments,  and  be  the  more  securely 
preserved  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  many  coming 
after. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  library  proper 
deserving  mention  in  this  report.  Four  new  book 
cases,  of  neat  pattern,  have  been  added  to  meet  the 
ever  pressing  demand  for  shelf  room,  and  a  railing 
introduced  to  protect  the  librarian’s  desk  from  an  almost 
constant  and  troublesome  intrusion. 

The  alteration  and  enlargement  of  the  stores  on  the 
ground  floor  are  expected  to  add  permanently  to  the 
income  of  the  library,  and,  thus,  to  its  general  welfare 
and  progress. 
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Witl  1  this  additional  aid  and  some  increase  in  the 
membership  of  the  association,  which  we  ought  cer¬ 
tainly  to  expect,  let  us  be  permitted  to  anticipate  for 
our  Institution,  and  that  at  no  very  distant  date,  an 
assured  and  prosperous  condition.
